I even these are not all uncivilized. 
Another fancy Is that not until the 
coming of the Americans were school 
buildings seen in the Islands, roads 
built, or substantial houses erected. 
Do you know th a t for hundreds of 
years the Filipinos have had colleges 
and schools and th a t the University of 
Santo Tom as Is only twenty fiv e years 
older than H arv ard ?

Am ericans they had produced national 
heroes like the m artyred Jose Rizal, 
pronounced by a Republican congress- 
j man, 
R epresentative Cooper, as the 
I noblest victim th at has ever fallen Into 
j the clutches of tyranny? 
! 
And do you know th a t the Filipinos 
have not had for hundreds of years any 
caste system, blood distinction or royal 
families, and that, unlike their oriental 
sisters, they a re the only Christian peo­ 
ple In the orient? 
People have pictured an Ignorant 
m ass of Filipinos, Illiterate, poor, liv­ 
ing a 
life of servitude for a 
few 
w ealthy land ow ners and foreigners, 
with no houses or farm s or property 
of their own. 
Do you know that 70 
per cent, of the people above ten years 
of age can read and w rite and that this 
percentage of literacy is almost as high 
as some of the sta tes of the Union? 
T hat it is higher than in any country 
of South America, higher than the lit­ 
eracy of the Spanish people, and un­ 
questionably above th at of any of the 
new countries recognized in Europe? 
Do you know th a t there are a million 
and a half farm s In the Philippines 
and that 96 per cent, of these farm s 
are owned by Filipinos. In other words, 
th a t out of the 11,000,000 Christian 
Filipinos, 8,000,000 of them at least live 
on their own farms, with houses of 
their own, Independent of any absentee 
landlord or foreign m aster?

per cent, of the urban property con­ 
sisting jot houses and lands is owned 
l»y the natives of the Philippines, and 
only 9 per cent. is In the hands of for­ 
eigners?

"Capacity for self-governm ent” Is ss 
broad and elastic as the world, and if 
that should be the criterion for th# 
granting of Philippine independence, 
America might ss well say to the Fili­ 
pinos, “I will give y r”, independence 
when it pleases me to do so." 
Fortunately, the Atnerlean promise 
to the Philippines is not based on such 
obscure and abstract conditions. 
It la 
based on a definite seizable thing. 
When America, through her Congress, 
officially told the Filipino people that 
they would be granted their independ­ 
ence as soon as they could establish a 
■table government, no abstract or ob­ 
scure condition was meant. 
Stable 
government, according to American 
usage, means a certain, definite thing 
The United States promised the Cu­ 
bans the same thing, that “when they 
have established a stable government, 
then American troops would be w ith­ 
draw n.” As soon as the Cuban people 
elected a governm ent suited to them ­ 
selves, capable of m aintaining order

In Cuba, and American troops were 
withdrawn. 
When Congress passed the Jones 
law, it simply borrowed the phrase 
“stable governm ent” from Hie Cuban 
history and applied it to the Philip­ 
pines. 
The history of Philippine leg­ 
islation shows tlint in black and white. 
With full knowledge of what it meant, 
the Filipino people accepted the Jones 
law and imm ediately began setting up 
the stable governm ent requirer bv ('(in­ 
gress as a pre-requisite to independ­ 
ence. 
The stable government is now 
a fact. It is indeed more than th a t; it 
Is an undisputed fact. 
The official 
ret 
tentative of the 
United States in the Philippine Islands, 
the Governor General, reported to the 
American Congress and the adm inistra­ 
tion that “the Filipino people have es­ 
tablished the stable government de­ 
manded by Congress as a pre-requisite 
for tile granting of independence— 
namely, a government elected by the 
suffrage of tile people, which is sup­ 
ported by tile people, which is capable 
of m aintaining order arid of fulfilling 
Its international obligations.” 
The Philippine question is therefore 
no longer a question of politics, argu­ 
ment or supposition. 
To tile Philip­ 
pine mind, at least, it is now a ques­ 
tion of w hether the United Staten is 
ready to discharge it* own obligations 
fully and completely. 
America went 
before tile world in the recent w ar as 
tile avowed champion if “self-determ i­ 
nation” and Filipinos cannot see how 
America can consistently refuse to act. : 
Tile Filipino people, however, bevel 
no grudge or grievance against the 
American people. 
Theirs is a message 
of friendship and gratitude. They seek 
independence as the natural and log­ 
ical outcome of Am erica’s policy in 
the islands and of America's solemn ; 
prom ise to them. 
They come willing 
to give privileges and concessions not 
incompatible w ith their national wel­ 
fare. 
The Filipino people are willing to 
accept independence under any of the 
following conditions: Under a League 
of Nations, guaranteeing its territorial 
Integrity; under the proteetoruteship 
of tile United States for the first few 
Tears; under a treaty of neutrality be 
tween the United States. England, J a ­ 
pan, France and other powers, or even 
without any condition whatever—abso­ 
lute and com plete Independence. They 
have no fear of Japan. 
Philippine in 
dependence, in our opinion, is not inlm 
leal to Japanese interests. 
The Japa 
nese are now free lo come to tire Phil­ 
ippines, but at the present time there 
are less than 10,000 Japanese in the 
island* 
There are six time* a* many 
Japanese in California a* there are in 
the entire Philippine Archipelago. 
The Filipinos are -vining to take 
their chance as a tuition. 
Sm aller nu 
tions beset by graver problem* anti 
dangers have tai; n a more hazardous 
chance at freedom, and have sue 
caudad.
